When the Wires Lie 


(Ry B. D. Moore) 


Its chief mental 
diet is news, and it takes it seriously, morning, noon and 


EB great American public is news-mad.

night—‘‘rumors,’’ ‘‘repofts,’’ and all the rest of it. 
It must have the latest sensation wet from the press, for it 
reads as it tune. Those old, overworked safeguards of the 
newspapers, *‘it is. tumorei’’ that such and such has come to 
pass, or ‘‘it is reported’’ that so and so has happened, do not 
— a doubt to the mind of the news-mad public. 
‘‘ramor’’ betomes a fact once it is set down in cold 
type and proelaimed in screaming head-lines; to say that a 
thing ‘‘is repotted’’ is not sufficient to qualify a doubtful 
story. The newspapers let their readers have them as they 
get them, If they should be confirmed later, well and good; 
if not, they simply become, in the opinion of these same 
readers, other ‘‘instances of the untruthfulness of the press.’’ 
The newepapers know that the public forgets a fake or an 
exploded sensation over night; they also know that it remem 
bers fot many days a failure to print the very latest sensation 
Thus the pace of the press quickens from day to day in 
order to meet the demands of the news mad public. For, 
after all, it is thie same public that forces the newspapers to 
sensationalism, It is not so long ago that ‘‘rumors'’ and ‘‘re 
ports’’ were things to be run down; and if found to be false, 
the public never heard of them. It is different now. There 
is no time to verify the sensational reports. The publie must 
have them at once. In thie day of hair-trigger journalism 
and hourly editions, the watehword ia: ‘‘Take no chances, 
it might be true.’ 
‘“«Rumore,’'’ ‘‘reports,’’ and ‘‘tips'’ play a big part in the 
daily make-up of the modern newspaper. They come from 


every imaginable source at all hours, and the bad usually 
is easily separated from the good and thrown aside But 
sometimes a ‘‘tip,'’ which after all is the easence of the 


atory, is too big to wait for an investigation. Of courre, many 
of these prove untrue. The wires bring most, if not nearly 
all, the big sensations to the newspapers, and the wires do 
not always tell the truth 

Two things mark the ‘‘wire-lie’’ as striking and unique; 
its origin and the rapidity with which it travels around the 
earth. It is very difficult to trace one back to its starting 
place, but when once run down the most sensational usually 
proves to have had an absurd and. sometimes, & really humor 
ous beginning. 


Wire lies always choose a big subject —some person or 
thing that looms large in the public eye. The late Grover 
Cleveland was a choice subject. He probably was oftener 


killed off by ‘‘rumor’’ than any other American public man. 
It is curious, but a fact, nevertheless, that the big wire lie 
always originates far from home. The ofpstarted report that 
Mr. Cleveland had died suddenly never originated at Prince 
ton, his home, but at some far-off city. Some of them were 
run down and found to be untrue without the public know 
ing of them; others were printed and accepted as ‘rue until 
authoritatively denounced as lies. 

The history of one of these is a fair example of the score 
or more that from time to time went flying over the countrys 
stirring every newspaper to frenzied energy to meet a sudden 


emergency. 
Out in San Francisco, some three thousand miler from 
Princeton, a keen-eared messenger-boy, carrying copy from 


the Associated Press office to the newspapers, walked into one 
of the newspaper offices one night, threw down his copy, re 
marked in a casual way: ‘'Grover Cleveland is dead,’’ and 
walked out. 

Not finding anything in the copy to confirm the sensational 
report, the editor called the press association on thé telephone 
and inquired why he had not received the news of Cleveland's 
death. This was enough to start a burried investigation, The 
press association quickly informed New York headquarters 
of the ‘‘rumor’’; New York got after the Princeton corres 
pondent, who, pulled out of bed at the faker's choicest hour, 
midnight, went to the Cleveland home, awakened the sleep 
ing family, and was told that Mr. Cleveland was ‘‘all right 

In the meantime, however, the rumor had spread along 
the wires to every city in the country, one telegraph operator 
picking it up and passing it along to another. In this way it 
soon Jost its doubtful character and beeame a real ‘' facet,’ 
and before it could be denounced as a lie, hundreds of tele 

ams had been paid for and sent, hurried sketches of Cleve 
ad were prepared, and a vast amount of energy otherwise 
expended. 

To the thoughtless, but keen-eared San Francisco messen 
yer-boy it was not a matter of importance. When sought for 
an explanation of his part in the little flurry, he simply said 
“*7 was walking along the street and I thought I heard on: 
guy say to another that Grover Cleveland was dead. That's 
all.’’ 

It is not often that a wire-le can be so quickly investigat 
ed and disprovea as the Cleveland example. Some require 
days to show up as false. One of the most recent and sensa 
tional of these, and, by the way, the most difficult to squelch, 
that has arisen in many years, was the ‘‘rumored”’ 
accident to former President Roosevelt a few months ayo 
would have been impossible for the wire liar to 
more conspicuous, at the same time a more inaccessible, sub 
ject for a sensational report

it

Synopsis of 
Canadian Northwest Land Regulations 


An person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years 
old, may homestead a quartr-section of 
available Dominion land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the Dominion 
Lands Agency or Sub-Agency for the dis- 
trict. Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency, On certain conditions, by fath- 
er, mother, son, daughter, brother or sis- 
ter of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon and 
cultivation of the land in each of three 
years. A homesteader may live within 
nine miles of his homestead on a farm ot 
at least 80 acres solely owned and occupi- 
ed by him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a home-steader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of six years from date ot 
homestead entry including the time re- 
quired to earn homestead patent and cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra’ 

A homesteader who has exhausted his 
homestead right and cannot obtain a pre- 
emption may take a purchased homestead 
in certain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. 
Duties— Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and erect 
a house worth $300.00.

Edmonton was the most 
southerly of these, the others be- 
ing situated beside the lakes and 
rivets of the country north of : the 
North Saskatchewan river. There 
‘were three Roman Oatholic mis- 
sions—St. Albert, nine miles north 
of Fort Edmonton; Lao Ste. Anne 
and Lac La Biche. There were 
two Methodist missions—one at 
Smoking Lake and the other at 
Whitefish Lake. 

In 1862 there were no settlers 
or settlements of these 
Hudson’s Bay posts and mission 
stations in Alberta. 

Buffalo and forest game, fish

In 1872 the only white woman 
in all Alberta, from Edmonton to 
the boundary line was Mrs. Mo- 
Dougall, the wife of the writer, 
and not until the early part of 
1874 did the second white woman 
come south of Edmonton, and she 
was Mrs. David MoDouygall, my 
brother’s wife. 

In 1873 tribal war was still ram- 
pant. All travel was accomplished 
at great risk and constant vigilance 
was the order both at ‘home and 
abroad. Especially was this true 
of Sonthern Alberta. 

In 1873 very little change bad 
taken place as to modes of travel 
and means of transport. A few 
buckboards avd wagons and_ iron 
bound carts had taken the place of 
the saddle and wooden cart. There 
was no change as yet in communi- 
cation with the outside world. An 
occasional traveller might bring 
one’s letters through from Fort 
Garry. Ihave carried the mails 
for all Alberta many thousands of 
miles and was not burdened in so 
doing.

The only national holiday in March 
is the Seventeenth, or St. Patrick ’s Day, 
and even this is not so national as it 
ought to be.

Peace at home 
and abroad was his policy and he 
lived to make that policy an actual 
fact in history. Some one has 
said that “Peace hath its victories 
no less rehowned than war.” = If 
that is true, then our late King 
was one of the greatest peace vic- 
tors the world hag ever seen or 
known. Some one has said that 
“War is hell”. Sometimes it is 
necessary, but only as a last resort; 
but even then, it is awful, terrible, 
devastating. Does war settle any- 
thing? Oh Yes: It settles which 
is the strongest power, but rarely 
the question in dispute. For in- 
stance; two men have a quarrel, 
they resort to blows; they only 
settle which is the best fighter, 
Ts not the same thing true of na- 
tions? 

“Edward the Peacemaker’ — 
Many incidents may be given of 
his tact aud diplomacy in bring- 
ing to settlement, disputes that 
threatened to end in war. A few 
years ago France and England 
were looking jealously at one an- 
other. Today they are living in 
cowplete anity—Edward VII is 
largely responsible for this. We 
have heard much of a war with 
Germany. If the leaders of Great 
Britain will follow in the footsteps 
of their late King there will be no 
war with Germany. For all their 
differences they can be amicably 
settled, At the beginning of bis} 3 
reign, things looked bad in South 
Africa, but through bis efforts 
there hes been given to South 
Alrice « large messure vf sutono- 


in the interests of. peace, but hej 
was greater still in the breadth of 
his bpman. sympathies. Io him 
the elements of kinghood and 
manhood ‘were so blended. that 
there was no interest of his stb- 
jects but what was of interest to 
him—he loved men for theit ‘own 
sakes. Mr, William, Crooks, the 
great labor leader in England said 
when the King was sick. “If the 
King dies; the workmen of this 
country will lose their best friend. 


That meant much, coming from 


the great labor leader, ‘The.labor- 
ing men of England knew this, 
and so they loved him, 

He was interested in his Sub- 
jects and they loved and were loy- 
alto him. Today we mourn’ bis 
death, but the things we do: live 
long after we are gone; likewise 
the influence of Edward will be 
long felt, not only in Great Brit- 
ain but in all the world, Andover
